“BOISTEROUS CONDUCT”

Appearing on remand on 
charges of speeding aid pf. reck- 
less and farious driving, the two 
public garage chanffeurs concern- 
ed in the recent accident leading 
to the death of Lt-Cammander 
Hooper, were this morning fined, 
after m statement from the Assist- 
ant Crown Solicitor. 


The casecamoup before Mr. R.E.

46 (Ting Mow} pleaded guilty to 
speeding, but denied the other 
charge of driving in « reckless 
manner. He made a statement 
that had not previously been 
heard—that he was urged to go at 
an excessive speed by his pas- 
sengers. : 

Tsui Fat, the driver of the car 
which contained the deceased and 
other naval officers, pleaded 
guilty to both charges. 


The Assistant Crown Solicizor

The discus 
sions were mainly on how t@ abolish 
it, and’ what steps should be taken 
after abolition, We finally arrived 
at sume conclusions which we duly 
submitted tu the Ucvernment for 
consideration, 
Recommensation to Government. 
The recommendations were fur: 
warded to the SAL in a Jetter 
with two appendices, one touching 
on legislation and the uther on the 
proposed industrial home, To pe 
brief and concise the principal 
things embedied in the recom. 
mendations were (1) Registratiun of 
muitos, (2) Employment Bureau, 
and (3) Industrial Home. The In. 
dustrial Home waa for the b-bsi6 
withous employers, eg. ot 3 
whom the employers do not desire 
to keep ur those whom the SC.A 
does cot allow the employers to 
keep on account of ill-treatment. 
etc, while the Employment Bureag 
Acts 4s a sort of outlet fur the In. 
dustrial Home, as in the event ‘of 
inadequate accommodation ia the 
Home, the Bureau can let out tu 
respectable families the services of 
the musts of the Home. provided 
that such fisruilies guarantee that 
the girls will be properly fed, cloth. 
ed and treated. It was decided 
that atl of the members who served 
te this Special’ Joint Committee 
shoul’ sign the recummendations 
been put in proper 
form. J am glad tu say that every 
one of our seveo did sign, with the 
mere exceptiun of unt who was 
then at Shanghai attending a great 
conference. I understand that tut 
ofthe seven from the Prevention 
Society valy four signed.. Though 
the remainiog three did oot sub. 
scribe their signatures to the re- 
commendations, nevertheless they 
had taken part in forming those 
Satisfied with the Bill. 
We were eager to’ learn the ai. 
titude of the Government; but fur 
a lung time uo informativa was 
forthcoming. Subsequently — we 
found out that apparent silence 
was due to the absence of H. E. the 
Governor, who was then on furlough 
in England, and that the matter 
would be left over pending hia re- 
turn to the Colony. We should 
have summvced on Annual Geseral 
Meeting sume tounths ago but it 
was deemcd advisable to wait for 
a reply from the Govercment with 
respect to our suggestions before 
doing so in order that we might 
have something substantial to. an. 
huunce to our members, Time 
went on smoothly and everything 
was in silence until quite recently 
when allet a suddena bill was 
drafted ty regulate certain forms of 
female domestic service. This Bill 
appeared -in the Government 
Gazette of December 22nd. It has 
now been introduced to the Legisla- 
tive Comncil and passed its first 
reading. The substance of the Bill 
clusely resembles our recommenda 
tions with the exception vf the 
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Employment Burean and the In- 
dustrial Homa which were not in. 
chided, At any rate we are more 
or less satisfied with what has been 
gazetted and fail to understano 
how this Bill could have met with 
any opposition, 

Surprising Merchants’ Attitude. 
.. Much to our surprise we found 
that the local Chinesa General 
Chamber of Commerce held a 
general meeting at which some prow 
minent members of the Chinese 
community openly raised varions 
criticlams towards the passing of 
such a Bill It wag all the more 
surprising to ind that even mem- 
bers hke Mesars. Wong Kwong-tin, 
Ip Lan-chuen and Wong Ping.sun 
spake against the Bill, for they were 
the gentlemen who represented the 
Preveation Society in drafting tha 
recommendations sent to the Gov 
ernment for the abolition of the 
muites system, Shortly after the 
opposition ratsed ty the General 
Chaaber of Commence a maas meet. 
ing of Tocal citizens was called by 
the Tung Wah Eospital Comanttee, 
The meeting was very well attend: 
ed and after considerable discussion 
a vote was passed in favour of the 
abelition Bill Well, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, befure J close I should 
just like to mention that as a means 
of propagandising, a book of some 
considerable thickness in ‘Chinese is 
being published by us. This book 
treats of the mu-teri question 1 
general and gives @ fairly full report 
vf the history’cé our Society and 
vhat it bas done. 
is entitled to a free copy of in I 
may add that Mr. C, G. Andersun 
ought to have given you this re- 
port today but as he is at present 
away from the Colony oo business 
T have to give you the foregoios. 

The Accotintant reports that the 
Financial state of the Society is 
very healthy.

Fairplay to All. 

The Chairman said that i: seemed 
to him that Clause 12 of the Buti 
should be amended, Clause 12 
reads “Every mui-tuci of or over the 


age of 18 may leave her employer}. 


at any time without any notice aod 
without any paytcent whatsoever.” 
This clause provided arguments for 
those who opposed the new Bill, 
said the Chairman. If a mui-fees 
left her employer suddenly withou!
